HE Dean of Sarum ſuperſtructs the Ecclefiaſtical Rights in Theſs, (to 

things of humane Eſtabliſhment) upon the Foundation of the 

Regal, as upon a Rock which cannot fail them. And alſo the Rights 

of the Biſhop of Sarum in Hypotheſi, upon the only ſure Foot which ir 

can poſſibly ſtand upon. The Moral Neceſſity of diſtinguiſhing ( with the 

Judicious Biſhop Sanderſon) between an Original, and Derivative Right ; As 

alſo ( with the famous Chief Juſtice Coke) between a Subordinate, and the 

Supreme. The KING in Law is The Founder, Proprietor in Chief, and 

- Advower Paramount, of All Arch-Biſhopricks, and Biſhopricks, Cathedrals, Pre- 

bends, and of All contained in them. The Deſpotical Exerciſe of the Re- 

- gality, as in all Other Churches, ſo Above All in the Church of Sarwn. 

© The Chnrch is never ſo much Betray'd, as by Them who aſſert a Churchs 

> man's Right, with an Excluſion of the King's; and ſtrive to take down the 

Stairs, to which they owe their own. Advancement. The Dean of Sa- 

rum does not alcribe an Higher Prerogative to the KING than Judge 

Coke himſelf, and Biſhop Sanderſon, the Common, and Statute, and Civil 

Laws ; yea, no more than Pope Nicolas to Edward the Confeſſor, and his Suc- 
ceſſors, Kings of England: And does bur diſtinguiſh ( with the moſt excel- 

lent Paolo Sfapi, That Oracle, Life, and Soul, of the moſt famous Yenetian 

Senate ) between Dominion, and Diſpenſation. Where any Biſhop is 

Diſpenſator, the KING is Dominus:

| Two or three Biſhops, and many Earls, had the King's Caſtle only as Kee- 
pers, and during pleaſure; Thence 'twas an Ambulatory Truſt, as is demonſtra- 
red by an Induttion, The Caſtle ſtood on the King's Soil. The Lord Bi- 
ſhops Margin does only ſerve to Confute his Text. 
In the Third Chapter. 
HE Dean of Sarz'. $ Juriſdiction tn his Peculiars,and particularly in That 
of Salisbury:Cloſe, ( which muſt be diſtinguiſhed from the City, which is 
the Biſhops under the KING) whereof the Dean is the Sole Immediate 0-- 
dinary, was ever Exempted from the Biſhop, by the Charter of the Supreme 
and Subordinate Founder of the Cathedral, 'The King, and Oſmund. In coms 
pariſon with which, The moſt unlawful Compolition was but a Novelty. 
Almoſt Three Hundred years Younger, than the Great Fundamental Statute. 
That Compoſition was a Conſpiracy of Pope Boniface the Nineth, with the Then- 
Biſhop, Dean, and Chapter, againſt whatſoever is Great, or Sacred. As 
gainſt the Good Word of GOD. Againſt the Supremacy and Prerogative of the 
KING. Againſt both the Common and Statute Lav of the Land. Againſt the 
very Foundation, whereupon the whole Colledge and Church ts laid ; & together 
with which, it muſt Stand, or Fall. Againſt the Souls of Them tha Made ir, 
and have Aed according to it, both in regard of their own Oaths, and the 
Founder's Curſe. And (by reaſon of All the Nullities and Inconſitences that are 
irr it) againſt Common Senſe, and againſt It Self. "The Dean of Sarum's Juriſ- 
diction, excluſively of the Biſhop's within the Cloſe, is ſtrongly proved by 
the Confeſſions of the preſent L4 Biſhop to the Dean, Before his Lordſhip had 
been Incenſed by the Dean's Services for the King, & by his duftiful Obedience 
to the Lords Commiſſioners Command, *Tis farther proved by All Deciſions of 
Authority, Foy the Dean's evident Right, againſt the Biſhop's Invaſion of it. 
 Aninſtance of it in the Sentence of the L.Chancellor of England, & the Arch- 
Biſhop of che whole Province. The Miſchievous Effetts of the Compoſition. 
Of no ule to its Obſervers, unleſs to make them in danger of incurring a Pre- 
munire. The Abſolute Neceſlity of a Royal Viſitation, to ſer all Right. 
In the Appendix. 
R. Yeats, in ſeveral Letters to perſons of Honour, and leſſer Quality, 
doth ftrongly aſſert unto himlelf his whole deſign of the Four Heads. 
He irrefr2gably proves the Dean of Sarum, not to have had an Hand m, or 
Aſſent to, or Comtvance at, or Knowledge of his Deſign, Antecedently rothe Come 
mand of the Lords Commiſſioners, or to the Firſt Notice ſent him by the Lord 
Biſhop and: the Chapter.

PREFACE

Chriſtian Reader, 


7 HY a Book at firſt printed for private Ends only, is now permitted 
ww to go abroad for ſomewhat a more publick Uſe, the following Lines 
of this Preface will give thee a Satisfactory Reaſon. 


s. 1. Certain Men of mean Spirits, and baſe Swpercherie, (for That French 
Word can alone exprels it,) taking Advantage of my Abſence and my Decum- 
bency with the Gout, allaulted me lately in my Great Sickneſs, juſt as Smeor 
and Levi fell on the Sichemites when they were Sore. They knew that 
nothing could ſo much grieve me, or add fo much Sorrow to my AMiction, 
( which the Agonies of the Gout muſt needs be called ,) as their Slanderin 
the Footſteps of God s Anointed, whom they know to be Dearer to me, than 
he is Hateful unto themſelves. has have at laſt behind my Back, and 
whilſt I was dying in their Opinion, ſo Diſreſpe&ed His Royal Perſon, and 
( what is at leaſt as dear to him, ) His Sovereign Rights, as in all the Months 
paſſed of the Viſitauon, they never durſt attempt the doing, whilſt I was 
Preſent, or but in Health, and as much dreaded for my Loyalty, ( tho not for 
any thing elſe in me, ) ac ſi Hannibal eſſet ad Portas cum Manu Armat# ſecund4 
Vice. 


6. 2. 'Their Perſonal Injuries and Indignitics caſt upon me behind my Back, 
had never moved me any farther, than to Pity chem, and to Pardon them, 
and to Pray to God for them ; tro whom my Prayer was Daily This, that He 
would powerfully Convert, that He might Mzrcifully Forgive them. Iknew 
their Injuries were to be Puniſhed as well as Pardoned, (eſpecially thoſe Com- 
mitted by my Inferiors, ) And I Did puniſh chem with my Contempt ; I ſaw 
it was a great Croſs and AMiction to them, that being High in the Inftep and 
Dr. Whitby's own Followers, they could not provoke me to any more, than a 
ſilent Scorn. For I thought it as much below me, as Socrates thought it below 
Himſelf, to give an Aſs kick for kick. Wherein as I had the Approbation of 
many the Learnedeſt of my Brethren, ( Memte:s of the Greater and more 
Venerable Chapter, ) fo my V Rs Lecum-Tenens (T1 mean Canon aged 
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and my Faithful Sub-Dean ( I mean Canon Ker, ) found out wayes in my 
Abſence to make the Factioners aſham'd of their Misbehaviours, to make them 
oft their own Li#ors, and their Infolence towards their Governour its own 
Corre&tion. Such was their Faithfulneſs and Prudence, wherein I fully ac- 
quieſced, and proceeded no Farther in doing Juſtice tro my ſelf tor my Perfo- 
nal Wrongs, which I was of Opinion I might lawfully paſs-by in my Miſcre- 
ant Children. I ſay my Children, becauſe Decanus eſt Totius. Collegii Pater, ( ſays 
Biſhop Fewell, ) & Santte Societatis Vinculum. 


$. 3. But when at laſt they ſtrike Home at The King Himſelf, and deeply 
wound him in his Prerogative (Individual with Himſelt,) I can no more for- 
bear to ſhew my Loyal Reſentment and Indignation, than the * Dumb Son 
of Crzſus could hold from Speaking and Crying out, when he ſaw a Man 
about to Delitroy his Father. Hear O Heavens, and give Ear O Earth! Two 
or Three obliged Church-men, and highly preferre A King too, have 
been ſo bold and blaſphemous in the hearing of many Witneſſes, as to call the 
Solid © and the Fuſt Vindication of The King's Sovereign Rights | A Nefarious 
Libel. } A Book avowed by its Author from the Beginning to the End : A 
Book as Inoffenſive as The Whole Duty of Man, whereof the Author is Cancealed : 
A Book occaſion'd by The Command and Expreſs Commitlion of the moſt 
Noble Lords Commitlioners : A Book approved of and applauded by Eminent 
Lawyers and Great Divines : A Book which ſets the King's Prerogative no 
whit higher than my Lord Coke, an Unexceptionable Lawyer ; no whit higher 
than Biſhop Sanderſon, the moſt exact Caſuiſtical Divine ; nor ſo high as Sir 
Thomas Ridley, the Great Civilian : A Book which ſtops the wide Gap that 
was made to Sacrilege : A Book which Vindicates the Rights as well of the 
Church, as ofthe King : A Fook compoſed, not by a New, bur by an Old Sut- 
fering Royaliſt, who in the worſt of all Times aſſerted the King tor the King's 
Sake; and made it his Choice to ſutfer Affition with the People of God, ra- 
ther than to enjoy the Pleaſures of Sin, and Sinful Compliances for a Seaſon : 
Laſtly, A Book whoſe main Tendencies are as well to the King's Safety, as 
to the Dutiful Deportment and Peace of Subjects. Now whether ſuch a 
Book as This can without Blaſphemy or Treaſon be termed by the Church- 
Whiggs a Nefarious Libell, and that tor no better Reaſon, than its ſetting The 
Crown above the Mitre : I appeal to all Learned and Loyal Readers. 


S. 4. If fome Mens Conſciouſneſs of Guilt and Self-Conwviftion have made them 
Libellers of themſelves, by their Particular application of General Paſſages in 
the Book, they are to thank themſelves only for that Diſcovery of themſelves. 
When an Author hath ſhort at Rovers, and one by Accident has been hit ; he 
muſt not be angry with the Arrow, as if it had been its own Archer : nor im- 
pram—_ conclude he was Aimed at, when ( the very truth is) he onl 

ood in Harms-way, "There was never a Book or Sermon hitherto publiſhed 
in the World, rebuking Vice, and Confuting Error, which ſome or other 
Guilty Creatures may not thus call a Nefariozrs Libell. Which makes me ay, 
the Old Proverb is {till as Pertinent, as it is True, that "Tix a dangerous thing 
fo write, or but to ſpeak of an Halter, in a Fealous Man's Houſe whiſe Father was 
Haxg'd. There is a mention in the Appendix, ( though not in the Book it 
ſelf) of Murther, Simony and Inceſt ; but All is in General, and All by way of 
Tuſtration. 1 did not ay to any one, as Nathan to David, ( One Prophet un- 
to Another, yea a Leller unto a Greater) Tu es Homo, Thiu art the Man : 
and do wonder, Conſcious Creatures ſhould be ſuch Traytors unto themſelves, 
as not to keep their own Counſel ; but to fay in Effect, though not formally 
and in plain words, Nos ſums Homines, We are the Men. 


$. 5. Daresany man be ſo bold, as to call the Book of Sermons which was 


Printed by Biſhop Ward, a Nefarioxs Libell, for that the firſt of his fix Sermons, 
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To the Impartial and Unpaſſionate Reader. 


7s againſt the Reſiſt ance of Lawful Powers, and the laſt againſt Ingratitude? T hope 
none of his Readers will be fo Illogical, or ſo Unjuſt ; however the firſt Re- 
fle&s ſeverely upon ſuch as had a ſhare in the Great Rebellion, And the laſt 
as ſeverely upon as many as were obliged with Acts of Indemnity and Obli- 
vion ; nor only ſo, but highly promoted by the King to ſeveral Offices and 
Places of Wealth and Honour, and yet could find in their hearts to Requite 
His Majeſty ( their moſt Munificent Lord and Maſter ) with Defraudations. 
I declare my Abhorrence of ſuch irregular wayes of making Nefarious Libells ; 
and ſay with the Excellent Obſervator, That Applicaticn makes a Libell, where 
the Writer made None. A man can hardly draw the Figure of what is Fraudu- 
lent, and Falſe, and baſely Compliant with All Times and Sides, but many looking 
in the Glaſs will ſce the Monogram, and the Lines of their own Image in it : 
converting the Picture and Reſemblance of All they are Conſcious of, to 
Themſelves. But the Greateſt of Criminals cannot ſo Conſecrate his Crimes, 
as to give a Swperſedeas to Prefs, or Pulpit. Dangerous Errors muſt be Refu- 


ted, and Damnable Wickednefs Stigmatiz'd, notwithſtanding the Self-Condem- 
ned do cry out Libells. 


s. 6. Chriſtian Reader, if Thou receiveſt either Profit, or Pleaſure, in full 
proportion to the Pains thou ſhalt think fit to take, in Contemplating the 
Eviction of The King's Sovereign Rights, (In and Over the Church of Engiand) 
Thou art to thank the Ingrateful Enemies of the King and the Church for it, who 
gave an Abſolute Neceffity, as well to the Work, as the Publication. I mean 
The Proteſtant Reconciler in ſpecial manner, ( as he was pleas'd by an Antiphraſis 
to call Himſelf, ) who boldly gave it under his hand to the Lords Commitho- 
ners, That He and his Followers could not find any * Colour, or Pretence, where- 
by to aſſert any ſuch Royal Right, Furiſdiction, or Patronage ef Hu Majeſty, as had 
been owned by His Majeſty in His late Abſolute Diſpoſal of AU our Reſiden- 
tiaries Places without Exception. But that on the otherſide they found ſeveral In- 
ſtances and Proofs to the Contrary. | Yea as if this were not enough, to ſhew an 
Hatred of the plain "Truth, a Deliberate Malice to the Royal Prerogative, 
( to which alone they owe their own Admillions into Reſidence, ) and a moſt 
wilful Falſification againſt his own perte& knowledge : He gave it alſo under 
his Hand, [ That our Kings in ſome of their Letters do ſeem EXxpelly to Oitlclaim 
any ſuch Deſpotical Power as us pretended. ] His wilful Sin in which Aflertions I 
briefly ſhew in the Following Book, ( ch. 1.5 3, 4& 5.) and ſhall evince more 
at large, if ever I publiſh the Sccond Part concerning the King's Sovereign 
Rights in the Church of God. I am ſure I can demonſtrate to the moſt ob- 
{tinate Antimonarchiſts who have dared to diſown and deny the Light, That the 
King hath as much Right to diſpoſe ( as he hath done) of All our Reſidengja- 
ries Places, as of Biſhopricks, and Deanries, or of Fat Bucks and Does in St. Fames's 
Park. And if I ſay, 'tis Below the King, or a Leſſening of Sacred Majeſty, to 
pErmir any Election of Dean and Chapter, I have ſeveral * Acts of Parlia- 
ment to bear me out in the Exprettioa. To which I add, That our Mo- 
narch's Right in Law, To + Exempt what Place he will from All Epiſcopal Furiſ- 
diction, was the greateſt Blow to Popery, which (when Popery was Rampant ) 
was ever given. And for any Biſhop to Vilit a Place Exempted by the King 
from all Epiſcopal JuriſUiction, is not only for a Biſhop To Lord it over God's 
Heritage, But *tis to Lord it over the King, The Anointed of the Lord, God's 
Vicegerent upon Earth. 


Sec now the Selfiſhneſs of the Men, who ( when their own turns are ſerved) 
would have the Royal Dore ſhut, at which they Enter'd ; the very Scaftold 
taken down, by which they Climb'd ; the Prerogative laid aſide, to which 
they owe their Poſletſion of Creature Comforts; and even now that in ettect 
they have diſowned their Right to them. For Nemo dat quod non habet. No man 
living can have a Right unto his Reſidentiarie's Place which he had of the 
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King's Gift, if the King had no Right to give it. If the King gave it only de 
Fafo, but not de Fure,and According to Law, (as the ſaid Papers do import He 
did Not,) then Dr. Whitby and his four Followers do hold their Places by Uſur- 
pation, and by the King's Permiſſion only. Who (Iam certain ) hath a Right to 
caſt them out, it he had none to put them in. 

Theſe ( Chriſtian Reader ) are the Men thou art to thank for this Preface, 
(if any thanks belong to it,) Not the Author, or Editor, who only ſerves thee 
at preſent by their Compulſion : Though he is really in himfelt, as he ought to be,

CHAP. L 


P Aving laboured of Late under the Obloquie of 
® Some, and the Il|-will of Others, and the impo- 
tent Revengefulneſs at leaſt of One, for having de- 
livered what I had found of the King's Sovereign 
Rights, and His Royal Exerciſes thereof, as well 
in All Cauſes, as over all Perſons Ecclefraſtical, All 
Bodys Corporate and Cathedrgls, more particular- 
ly applied unto His Majeſtys Free Chappel and 
Church of Sarum; tho I did nothing of my ſelf as a Yoluntier, but by 
Commiſſion and Command from the moſt Noble and the moſt Honorable 
the Lords Commiſſioners, appointed by his Gracious Majeſtief for Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Promotions, (whom God knows I did believe it my boun- 
den Duty to obey ;) I am induced to give the Reaſons of my having 
made {o bold with my Maſter's Enemies and mine own, as to be duti- 
fully Loyal without their Leave. I was loth to ask of them, by whom 
I was ſure to be denied; And did Preſume I might as pardonably af- 
ſert the King's and the Churches Rights, now that the King is on His 
Throne, and the Church leſs Militant, as I did fately and with Succeſs, 
before the Great Year of Their Reſtauration. 


Sef. 1. Firſt 1 was of an Opinion (before I had it from a moſt ex- 
cellent and moſt Noble Lord Commilſlioner ) 7hat 'tis the Duty of every 
Subjet, and eſpecially of the King's Chaplains, to diſcover all they know of 
His Majeſties Prerogative, tho not Commanded by Authority, as Thad been. 
Which faying of a Judicious and a moſt Honourable Lord (inthe Coun- 
cil Chamber, and elſewhere,) is agreeable to another of two Lord 
Chancellors in their times, whereof the firit was the Lord Bacon; from 
whom 'twas borrowed by the Second, who uled it in his Speech to Sir 
Fdward Thurland when madea Baron of the Exchequer. To wit, That 
the  Subjefts of England in General, as well as the Fudges in ke 
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(and particularly the Judges of Ecclefraſtical Courts, ſuch as is the 
Dean of Sarum,) are bound to maintain the Kings Prerogative, and not 
diſtinguiſh it from the Law. The King's Prerogative being Law, and (in 
* Coke taſtir. the words of Chief” Juſtice * Coke,) The Principle part of the Common 
- i8P; . ”_=_ Law; as That from which all other Laws are derived, and onwhich they T2 
D do depend. With theſeT compared that famous Saying of a full Parli- 
+Inft. Part.q. ament, Which I found cited by my Lord + Coke too, That no King or 
C 1-P-44 KAingdom can be ſafe, but where the King has Three Abilities. 1, To live 
of bis own, and _ his Kingdom; 2. To aſſiſt his Confederates, and 
3. To reward his deſerving Fubjefs. From whence I thought it would 
tollow, that to take from the great Number of Eccleſiaſtical Promoti- 
ons in the Kings Gift, is to act againſt the ſafety of King and Kingdom. 
"Tis reckoned one of thoſe things which even a X7»g cannot do Law- 
Ig fully, and which a |] Parliament cannot conſent to. Beſides I thought 
ibid p. 144 it moſt unworthy, that he who had not been afraid in the worſt of 
Times, and without a Warrant, and under none but God's Protection, 
to defend the King's Rights and the whole Church of Eg/and, by ma- 
ny Arguments in Print, (when ſome New Royaliſts durit not join in a 
Petition for the King's withed Return, for fear (as they then taid) of ; 
ſetting their hands to their own Ruine, as having reaſon to ſuſpect the 
Reſtauration would be General, that All Zſarpers muſt be Ejetted, and 
all Ejefted for their Loyalty would have their own, which palled with 
ſome for an heavy Judgment, ſhould now deſcend unto the Meanneſs of 
hiding himſelf behind Another, and behind ſach another as he knew to be a 
©nqualified for ſuch a ſervice, as I was irrationally ſuſpe&ted and moſt 
maliciouſly reported to have engaged Another in. No, the Pretenders 
to that Suſpicion, and the /nverters of that Report, did onely deſign by 
ſuch Baſeneſs to leſſen the merit of my Obedience to the Lords Commiſ- 
ſioners Injunction, and of my Dutiful Regard to the King himſelf, towards 
whole Service it was my fault, (as 'tis my Apology and Excuie with a 
ſort of men,) that Idid not go till I was ſent, nor mend my Pace till

(whereof Oſmond of Say was one) held all the Lands which he gave 
them under military Service, not as properly Freeholders, but as Lords 
in Truſt only, and according to the King's Pleaſure, thereby hoping to en- 
gage them to a cloſe Dependance upon the Crown: as learned Selden relates 
out of Matthew Paris, and his learned * Amnotator does give the Reaſon. 
I do not fay our Monarchs have had the fame Power ever ſince, but the 
fame Right by Law which ever any King had. Nor do I fay they have 
a Right ro any Secular Poſleſſions whereof the Subject hath a Fee/rmple ; 
But a Right to confer on Eccleſiaſtical Perſons ſuch Eccleſiaſtical Digni- 
ties and Revenues, as are in Law of the Xing's Foundation, Which all 
are affirmed to be by Xeb/e, referring to the Statute of 25 Fd. 3. p. 121.

ward, the Authenticalneſs of which was never queſtioned. So 'tis Noto- 

rious that all of Chriſt-Church in Oxford, in their Prayers before their 

Sermons do Commemorate Z7. 8. (not naming Wolſey) as their Founder. 

From whence it is that the Dear of Chriſt-Church is the Sole Governour of 

that Cathedral, and the Biſhop of Oxford none. As the Dean of Weſt- 

miner, had the Sole Juriſdiction within the Precincts of that Cathedral, 
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did not take from the Dear of Sarum the Epiſcopal Furiſdiftion in any = 
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when there was Created a Biſhop of it. And the Dean there hath more 
than Epiſcopal Juriſdiction. Archiepiſcopal (faith Dr. Heylin) within 
all the Liberties, as the Abbots had heretofore, Ever ſince Sebert King of 
Eſſex, Kings and Queens have been Succeſlively, and in the Eye of the 
Law, The Founders of the Church, and of all within it. As it is now a 
Collegiate Church, Queen Elizabeth was the Foundreſs, and our King 
at this day . (whom God preſerve) is in Law the Founder of it. As for 
all the fame Reaſons, He is the Founder of our Colledge and Church of Sa- 
rum, as well by ſeveral As of Parliament, as in our Books. Our Nor- 
man Kings did fay of it, as W. 1. of Battle Abby, * Libera fit ficut 
mea Baſilica Capella ; and asthat was exempted from the Power and Vi- 
ſitation of the Biſhops of Chicheſter, 1o was'ours trom the Biſhops of $Sa- 
rum, as ſhall be ſhewn in its proper Place. I end this Section with 
that Old Diſtich in Spondanus of our Salisbury Cathedral, and witha Verſe 
made in thoſe very times.

with our Acts of Parliament, + That the Kingdom of England is an Em- 
pire ; and the King Supreme Head of it ; and his Crown an Imperial Crown. 


' He is not a Precarious, but an Abſolute Monarch, faith Learned Cambden 


in his Britannia. Supremam Poteſtatem, & merum Imperium habet apud nos 
Rex. And his Sovereign Dominion over all Ecclefraſtical Perſons, and 
in all Cauſes without exception, is confeſſed to be de Fure, by 41/ our 
Clergy Men in their Pulpits, as well as by 4/7 i» England who pay him 
Firſt-fruits and Tenths. Not excepting thoſe very Perſons who cannot yet 
Pardon my moſt neceſſary DiſtinEtion, (on which doth lye the whole 
ſtreſsof Ours and all Other Cathedrals) between an Origznal and Deri- 
vative Right; a Right Supreme and one Subordinate therewto, Our 
Monarchs of Eng/and Acting as Founders, have eo ipſo ever Acted as 
Proprietaries in Chief ofthe Church of Sarum ; and fo it is with the ſtrict- 
eſt Propriety of ſpeaking, that in all their Royal Mandates they uſe that 
Stile, Our Church of Sarum, For as Proprietaries in Chief, & bong fidei 
Poſſeſſores, and Founders of the Biſhoprick, as well as of AY belonging to 
it, 1 find and can prove (againſt the naked and cheap Derzals of tuch as 
can eafily deny what they cannot Dzſprove by any Artifices or Strengths) 
that our Monarchs have Acted as Deſpotically in and over the Church of Sa- 
rum, aS1n any their Manſion Houſes. Who but our Monarchs did take 
away the 14 Prebends I reckon'd up in my Collections, and the Archdea- 
coury of Dorſet, and all the DorſetſBire Juriſdiftion from the Biſhops of 
Sarum, (not ſo much as Ore Pariſh remaining there unto the Biſhop 
tho about forty to the Dean, and conferred them upon others according 
to their Wills and Pleaſures? To begin with the firſt Times, were to 
write a Volume. Let it ſuffice that #.8. gave Four of them at once 
to the Dean and Chapter of Windſor, as that of Okeborn St. Andrew, that 
of Okeborn St. George, that of Hungerford, and that of Sherbourn ; but 
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of them: Nor in that which was given by H.8. or E4. 6. to the Earls 
of Pembroke, to wit, the Great Prebend of Ramsbury,. where the Dean 
at this day has more than Epiſcopal Juriſdiftion ; the like to which 
he has allo in the Prebend of Axeford, ſuppoſed to have been given 
by Q. Elizabeth, to her Secretary of State, Sir Francis walſingham, from 
whom I know ir came by Purchaſe to Sir Francis Pyle's Grandfather ; 
the like ro which he has alſo in the Prebend of Sherbourn in Dorſet, 
which hath been variouſly diſpoſed of to and fro by our ſeveral Mo- 
narchs, for about Five Hundred Years together, from King Stephen to 
King James. And tho Sherbourn was the Seat of fo vaſt a Biſhoprick, 
that no fewer than Four Biſhopricks were taken out of it, yet the 
whole Juriſdiction of That, and many round about it, have ſtil] been 
{aved intirely by Al cur Monarchs ſince the Conqueſt, to Him who 
was then, and ever ſince the Dean of their Majeſties free Chappel and 
Church of Sarum. Then Formaliter, and ever lince Yirtaaliter, in Re- 
ſpeCt of the Franchiſes belonging to him. Indeed in the Prebend of 
Bedwin, given away by Ed. 6. to the Earl of Hartford and his Heirs, 
the Dean of Sarum has but Epiſcopal Furiſdiftion, and a Triennial Vi- 
ſitation 3 the like to which he has in the Preberd of Faringdon, which 
is now in Sir Robert Pye, to whom it deſcended from his Father, by 
whom it was bought of the Lady Umptron, and given for ever from the 
Biſhop and Church of Sarum, by H. 8. or Ed. 6. The Three good Pre- 
bends of Uphaven, Loders, and Horton, were Alienated from us, I know 
not when, or by which of our Engliſh Monarchs. The Prebend of Ship- 
70 (which was no more in our Monarchs to diſpoſe of, than All the 
reſt) was given away by King James (as to the Patronage and Ad- 
vowſon) unto the Chancellor and Scholars of the Univerſity of Ox- 
ford, for the uſe of a Lay-man, the King's Profeſſor of Law there, and 
to his Succeſſors for ever, with an Etiamſi Laicws ſit, & ſacros Ordines 
non ſuſcepertt ; andthis the King gave under the Great Seal of England, ' 
wherein the Habendum and the Tenendum, is not of the Biſhop of Sa- 
rum (cf whom there is not the leaſt Notice taken) but o&-Him the 
ſaid King, and his Succeſſors for ever: Which Gift and way of giving 
it, was afterwards confirmed by AQ of Parliament, which I wonder 
to find alledged by the Biſhop's Anſwer to my Narrative, in Deroga- 
tion to the King's Right of giving Prebends; as if a King's A& 
were the leſs Regal, or Legal, for being done by the King twice. Firſt 
without a Parliament, and a Second time z» it. Or as if the King of 
England had not Atted as the Proprietor, becauſe the Three Eſtates of 
Parliament did ſo effeem Him. Nor hath any Reaſon been given (that 
I hare ever read, or heard of) why Xing fames might not as eaſily 
have given away any other Prebend, which had been founded in that 
Church, that of Netherbury in Terra for Example, which he really 
had given to. his Divinity-Profeſſor, and to his Succeſſors, but that 
His Majeſty found it foo /ittle, and rather choſe to give them a Greater 
Thing. Nor is the King's At? in Parliament (which we may no more 
diſtinguiſh from ihe King, than we may diſtinguiſh the King's Prero- 
gative from the Law) more or leſs the King's Aft, than his AQt in 
Council (although perhaps of more force: For the Three States which 


. make the Body of a Parliament, whereof the King is the Head (tho 


a moſt honourable Body, and a whole Kingdom in Epitome) can but 
wh Matter for Law, and humbly propoſe it to the Sovereign, to 
e ratified or rejetted, as His Majeſty thi = But the Ratio ah 
malls 
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malis of Legiſlation is fully and ſolely in the King; whoſe Fiat or le 
wveult is the very Soul aud Life of every Law made, or to be made. 
And really if the King of England is not the Founder, the Sovereign 
Patron, and Proprietary in Chief, as well of the Prebends, as of the 81- 
ſbopricks; the Biſhop of Sarum can have no Right to his Prebend of Po- 
tern (tho Inſtalled and Admitted by the Dean and Chapter, as other 
Prebendaries are;) much leſs can he have Right unto his other Pre- 
bend of Blewbery, into which he was never fo Inſtalled or Admitted; 
and which is reckoned in the Choir among the Alzenated Prebends, 
becauſe transferred from the whole Chapter to the Biſhop of Sarum, 
who is indeed one of the Chapter, as he is Prebendary of Poterz, bur 
not at all as Prebendary of Blewbery : And fo his Lordſhip cannot have 
a Right to it, (tho he has Poſſeſſion of it,) unleſs he hath it from the 
King, Which is Right enough; and yer it is zo? enough, in caſe the 
King is not de jure the Sovereign Patron, and Proprietary in Chief. *T'was 
never once held by any Biſhop of Sarum, (but was a diſtin and good 
Proviſion for one of the Simplices Canonici) unnl the Reign of #. 8, by 
whom tis pretended to have been preſs'd upon Biſhop Salcot, alias Ca- 
pon, and that* in Exchange for the Mannor of Godalmain 1n Surrey ; 
which could not poſſibly be de jure (if indeed 'twas fo de fado) in caſe 
the King had »o Right rodiſpole of that Prebexd as he thought fit: 1 
lay if it was indeed ſo de fafto, becauſe the Mannor of Godalmain in Sur- 
7y (with the ReQory and the three Copices, and the perpetual Advow- 
* Lib. Stat. fon of the Vicary) was the Gift of King * H. Il. and 1s the Dear of 
f. 38. Sarum's Corps, and held of him by Leaſe to this very day. Nor could 
ſuch an Exchange be made (zf it ever were) without the King's Fiar, 
as Proprietary in chief: And I hope *twill not be ſaid, that the King has 
only Xj2ht to Alienate what he will to the Biſhop from any other, but 
#0 right to give what Prebend he will to any other. It is againſt Law

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known, to continue to deſerve the Injoyment of it ? *Tis very well 
known what was the Judgment of H. 8. upon his Death-bed, and 
of all bis Execators after his Death (whereof three were Eminent 
Church-men, to wit, Arch-Biſbop Cranmer, Tonital Biſhop of Durham, 
and Dr. wotton, the famous Embaſſador, who was at once Dean of 
Canterbury and York, and humbly refuſed the Arch-Biſboprick of the 
great Province) and alſo of All the Privy Counſellors of Ed. 6. when 

*Hiſt.Reform. they decreed to the * Earl of Hartford, Six of the beſt Prebends at once ; 

Part 2-1.1-p-6, and Three Hundred pounds ptr annum out of the Lands of the next 

1599 Biſhoprick, which ſhould fall to the King's Diſpoſal. After which 
*rwas granted alſo (at the ſaid Earl's Suit) that his Lordſhip ſhould 
have a Deanery, and a Treaſurerſhip, in lieu of Two of the ſaid fix 
Prebends: But very far was the Dean of Serum from defending the 
Alienations of Eccleſiaſtical Indowments to Secular Men (as the Lord 
Biſhop of Sarum does;) He was not {© little verſt in Logick, as to ar- 
gue 4 Fatto ad Fus. For when he related matters of Fatt, and what 
our Monarchs had done in the Church of Sarum, he added, [ Quo jure, 
I humbly leave to the Judgment of my Superzors.] He only demon- 
ſtrated, that our Monarchs had ated as Founders, and Proprietors (which 
indiſputably our Monarchs All are) and have a ſtrict Right (as well as 
Power) to beſtow all our Prebends as well as Biſhopricks upon God's 
proper YſufrutFuaries, deſerving Church-men for rex» of Lite. But 
whoſoever ſhall conſider, what Powers were given to the Lord Crom- 
wel by Commiſſion, as Vicar General to #. 8. and alſo ſhall conſider 
thoſe famous Parliaments, compoſed of the cleareſt and deepeſt Heads 
of thoſe Times, both Spiritual and Temporal, who made the known 
Statutes of 27 H. $. c. 4; and 13. and 27, 28.and 1 £4, 6.c. 14. will at 
leaſt excuſe and pardon any Man living who now believes (and with 
a much Greater force of Reaſon) that our King hath a Supream and S0- 
vereign Right (from which and under which ſome of our Biſhops, as 
well as Deans, have one Subordinate and Derived) to diſpole of Vacant 
Prebends now and then, when they pleaſe, in their own Cathedrals. 
And as well may he diſpoſe of A our Reſidentiaries Places (as his 
Now-Sacred-Majeſty, and his Royal Progenitors have done) yes, and 
return them, if he thinks fit, from ſix to ſeven, from ſeven to twelve, 
and from twelve to fifty-two; and bind them to Reſidences in their 
Courſes, thirteen every Quarter, according to our ſeveral Statutes, 
both Old and Modern. 


Sef. 5. Beſides all thjs, I find it faid to the Lords Commiſſioners, 
Firſt by my Brethren of the Chapter, [That His Majeſties Power with- 
mm the Church of Sarum appears to us to be the ſame, and no other than 
it is in All other Cathedral Churches in England.) Next by the King's 
Attorney General, [I cannot find that His Majeſty hath any other 
Right in That Church, than in any other Cathedral Churches.) Theſe 
Aſſertions, bur eſpecially the Firſt, becauſe of its important Monoſyl- 
lable 44, do ſeem at leaſt to me to imply a Grant, That His Majelty 
hath the ſame both Power and Right in the Cathedral Church of S4- 
rum, Which he hath, and ever had, in the Churches of Worceſter, 
Norwich, Rocheſter, Briſtol, Gloceiter, Oxford, Peterborough, weſtminſter, 
windſor, &c. In All which Churches, as well Cathedral as Collegiate, 
Every one ofthe Prebends is intheKing's Sole(zot only Sovereign)Diſpoſal, 
(by Himſelf,or Lord-Keeper,)8 not one in any Biſhop, or Biſhops whatſo- 
ever. 
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ever. Yea,cven in the Arch-Biſhop's Metropolitical Church of Canterbs- 
r7,the King has the So/eDiſpoſal of Nine of theTwelvePrebends,& the Arch- 
Biſhop of but Three, Tho the Primate of all England and Metropolitan, 
ſhould have as much Power and Right, (a man would think,) within the 
Cathedral of his own Diocels, as any one Zxferiour Biſhop, both within his 
Grace's Province, and under his Grace's Juriſdition, and lyable to his 
Grace's Correttions alſo ; ſuch as the Biſhop of Sarum is, And I do 
ſometimes ask my felt, what Inconvenience could there be, if the Bitho 
of Sarum, or any other who is Subordinate tothe Archbiſhop,( as the Arch- 
biſhop to the King,)) had no more Prebends to diſpote of than the Arch- 
biſhop hath ? Or it His Majeſty »ow and then (although but rarely, only 
14. Or 15. in above 500. years,) ſhould give a Prebend at large of Sa- 
rum, to a Prieſt every way qualified with Want and Worth, as well as 
he gives A/ the Prebends in All the Churches recited, without Exception 2 
The Church and State might ſtand firmly as now they do, and Chriſti 
an Souls might be as faveable as now they are, tho the King's Power 
and Right were as much own'd by A/, as it is by me. The biſhops of 
Loxdon and of Lincoln, and ſeveral others, have a moſt undoubted Right 
to diſpoſe of Prebends, (ſuch at leaſt as the Biſhop of Sarum hath,) and 
that Right the more unqueſtionable, by being held of the Supream, and 
derived from it, and Subordinate thereunto. A Sole and Sovereign 
Right wholly exclufrve of the King's, (which is all I contend againſt, and 
which my Lord Biſhop of Sarum, ſeems to aim at, and effect, or elle his 
Lordſhip and I agree, I am verily perſwaded, noxe of thoſe Biſhops will 
pretend to. It cannot be ſaid with any Truth, that 4// the Biſhopricks 
I have named, wherein the King gives A// the Prebends, the Biſhops 
none, are not of 0/4, but New Foundation. For Worceſter, and Nor- 
wich are very Old; Canterbury and Rocheſter two of the Oldeſt we have 
in England. Beſides that the King's Power and Right in the Church of 
Sarum, is greater than in many others ; not only becauſe of his O/d Free 
Chappel, which I ſhall prove in the next Chapter (and cannot be dif- 
proved by ſome Negatives, from ſome Interefled and Pallionate Oppo- 
ſers of the Prerogative,) but alſo becauſe the Kings of Eng/and were the 
Co-founders of that Cathedral in a Litteral Sence, as well as Founders in 
the Sence of our Common and Statute Law: The Co-founders at lealt; be- 
cauſe Oſmund had his Al! trom the Bounty of W. 1. and held his All of 
that King's Favour, under Knights Service during Pleafure, tor which I 
cited Mr. Se/den and Matth. Paris, 1n the firſt Sect. of this Chapter. King 
H. 1. in one day gave 20 Churches to that of Sarum, beſides the 7 ithes of Part -3- 
New Forreſt ; if the * Record which was read by Sir. 7ho. Ridley faid *6 4. Se8. 4- 
true, which he mentions in his View ofthe Civil Law. And (paſling P: =v$- !9@- 
by the leiler Bountyes of K. Steph. and Z/. 2.) it is confeſſed, that 7. 3.

It ſeemeth ſtrange to molt men, (who have conſidered the matter 
throughly,? that the King who gets the Right of giving every Eccle- 

, | D z ſtaſtical 
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ſiaſtical Poſſeſſion in England, not only where Churchmen, but where Se- 
cular men are Patrons, by promoting an Incumbent unto a Biſhoprick, 
ſhould immediately /ooſe All even in That very Church where he makes 
the Biſhop : Or that the King who hath A// in his own Diſpoſal, during 
the Vacancy of A// the Biſhopricks in Eng/and, ſhould have nothing to 
diſpoſe of, (without the Biſhop's good leave, as ſoon as the Vacancies 
are filled, tho filled up freely by himſelf. They are Betrayers of the 
Churches Rights who go about to Undermine and Betray the King's; And 
they tempt the Xing and his Royall Succeſlors, to let their Bithopricks 
lye void, as Q. Eliz. and her Anceſtors thought fit to do, even as far as 
for 20. or 30. yea, for 40. years together. Signal Inſtances of which in the 
moſt of our Churches, if not in A4, 'twere too eaſy for me to give, if it 
would not occaſion too great a Length. Alas! we may judge of the 
King's Regale within the Cathedral Church of Sarum, (fuppoiing there 
had been never a Royal Chappel in the Old Caſtle, which yet I ſhall 
ſhortly make apparent,) by the Exerciſes of it in other Churches. They 


having (in their Pleaſures and Diſpleaſures) Created ſome Biſhopricks, 


and Suppreſt them ſoon after ; (whereof Weſtminſter is an Example: ) 
Diſfſolved,and Reſtored ; (whereof Durham is an Example: United two 
into One,and again Divided into Two; (an Inſtance of which we have in 
Worceſter and Gloceſter :) Taken three out of one, (as 7. 1. took Ely out 
of Lincoln. H. g. Oxford and Peterborough out of the ſame :) Tho the 
Dioceſs of Lzxcoln is {till the greateſt, ('its Pariſhes being no fewer than 
1255.) Ordered one Biſhoprick to be held with Another in Commendamn ; 
(as that of Briſtol with that of Gloceſter for 23. years together :) Gave 
the Biſhoprick of Zexamin Augmentation to the Archbiſhoprick of Tork; 
(from which it was taken again in the 37. of ZZ. 8.) Converted Canons 
ſecular into Regular, & vice verſa, made the Prior and Covent of Weſt- 
minſter a diſtinct Corporation from the Abbot : Contferr'd the Patronage 
of a Biſhoprick upon a Subject ; (as #. 4. that of Man upon the Family 
of the Stanleys:) Gave 'Temporalities, and Reaſſumed them; (as in 14 Ed.3. 
C. 3.) Deprived Biſhops for very ſmall Failings ; (Examples of which are 
elſewhere given.) Subjected them to the Statute of Premunire, and to 
the Judgments of Secular Men ; (As All at once to the Lord Cromwel, and 
Sir Jo. 7regonwel to that of Sarum.) Made Inferiour Clergymen to be 


Judges of their Superiours ; (as the Dean of St. Pauls, of Bonner Biſhop of 


London:) Tranſlated Biſhops in Diſpleaſure from the Greater Biſhoprick 
to the leſſer; (As Nevil from Tork to St. Andrews in Scotland ; and Fohn 
Buckingham trom Lincoln to Litchfield, which was not then half ſo good : ) 
Made a Secular Man a Dean ; (as the Lord Cromwell Dean of Wells:) In 
a word the ſame Authority which took four Bi/hopricks out of Sherburn, 
and added Sherburn (with about 40 Pariſhes about it) to the Dean of Sa- 
rum's Juriſdittion; And gave away the Juridiction of the Reſt of all Dor- 
ſet from the Biſhop of Sarum to that of Briſtol, (but never gave away one 
from the Dean of Sarum,) cangivea Prebend of Sarum, or a Reſidentia- 
ries Place, to any man in full Orders, and that de Fare; for to a Lay man, 
and de fafo,it hath frequently been done.

ſees Good. Pope Nicolas could not deny it, and therefore Granted it Pare withy 
very cunningly to Edward the C onfeſſor, with a Yobis & Poſteris commit= © 
timus Advocationem &c. We commit the Advowſon of all the Churches of F 4; rp oþ bod 
England, to you and your Succeſſors, Kings of England. So that if the Popes 
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Grants are of any value, (before the Statutes of Proviſors and Praemunire,) 
by which the Compoſition, in it ſelf Evil, was made much worſe, as hav 
been when thoſe Statutes had made it Criminal, for the Subjects of Eng- 
land to petition a Biſhop of Rome for a Confirmation ; the Regal Right I 
plead for has a double Title, and is not queſtionable by the Papalins, 
much leſs by the men of the Church of England. 
Now whereas I did diſtinguiſh (with the Judicious Biſhop Sanderſon ) 
between an Original, and Derivative Power of Juriſdiction, (wherewith 
I have been twitted, in derogation to the Kings Honour, to whom it 
ſeems I aſcribed more, than Malignity will allow, tho no more than Biſhop 
Sanderſon, whoſe Loyal performance juſtifies mine, And after ſhewed the 
Great Extent, with the greater Intenfrveneſs, of my Derivatrve Juriſdicti- 
on as Dean of Sarum, which had been a moſt Extravagant and Znaccoun- 
table Furiſdiftion, if the firſt Deans of Sarum had not been Deans of the 
Kings Free Chappel, (before the Cathedral Church was built, and before 
Biſhop Herman was the firſt Biſhop of it, as well as during all his time, 
which I ſhall prove to be as clear as the Sun at Noon in a fair day, [1 
will juſtify my ſelfin my ſo magnifying my Office, out of meer Grati- 
tude to the King, and to ſhow his Royal Bounty as well as Power, in the 
words of the ſaid meek and moſt Learned Prelate. The more a Derived Pow- 
er is extended and inlarged in the Exerciſe thereof, ( ſo as to be Regular) the 
more it ſerveth to ſet forth the Honour and Greatneſs of that Original Pows 
er which granted it. Since the vertue of the Efficient Cauſe is beſt known þ 
the Greatneſs of it's Effett. For Propter quod unumquodque ejt Tale, Z. 
lud ipſum eſt magis Tale ; as the warmth of the Room doth not leſſen the 
Heat of the fire upon the Hearth, but is a fign of its Greatneſs, &c. From 
all which it follows, that the Dean who does as modeltly, as he does 
thankfully diſtinguiſh, between his own but derivative and Subordinate 
Rights, and the Rights of the King which are Original and Supreme, can- 
not magnify his Office, or defend his Juriſdiction (according to his Oath 
and bounden Duty) with too much Zeal ; whilit they who hate that 
Diſtin&ion, (as by me it hath been uſed, and will have the Sole Righr 
to diſpoſe of This or That, Excls/rvely of the Kings, are neither ſo modeſt 
nor ſo thankful, as I ſincerely wiſh they were: They maligning their 
Maker's Power, whereby they are what they are.

Paris in the place cited, calls it (not the Biſhops, but) the Earl of $a- + Caftrum 
rum's Caſtle. Fer W. 1. gave it to Walter 4 Evereux + Earl of Roſmar in yer oor) ay 
Normandy, as toa Keeper; 1o H. 1. gave it to Biſhop Roger, from whom Paris f. 439. 
it was taken by King Stephen, as from a Monſter of Ingratitude, and as C2mMeen i 
from a Perjured Rebel, Then the Cuſtody of it was given (not to the Bi- Godwin p.200 
ſhops, but.) Earls of Sarum, and continued in them by Ceur de Lion R. x. 
and King John; after whom it was taken by Z. 3. trom the Grandſon of 
W. Longeſpee, and given to Margaret Counteſſe of Sarum, whoſe husband 
being artainted, 'twas reſumed by E. 2. and after gzver by EF. 3. to W. 
Montacute, of whom tho bought by Biſhop W7vi/ tor 2500 Marks, (not 
recovered by Law, nor won by Combat,) 'twas yet ſoon reſumed ; 
and given by 7. 4. to Rich. Nevil, whom he made Earl of Salisbury. 
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Twas after given by E. 4. to his Brother Richard Duke of Gloceſter. At laſt 
H. 8. reſtored the blood of Margaret,and made her Counteſs of Salisbury. 
After whoſe Attainder and Decapitation, (when ſhe was 7c yeares old.) 
in the year 1605. King James gave it to Sir Robert Cecil, and his Heires, 
in whom it is at this £4 and 1s rented by the Good Relict of the moſt 
excellent Biſhop Earl. 

Thus we ſee to how few Biſhops,and to how great a Number of Earles, 
the Cuſtody of the ſaid Caſtle was Concredited by our Monarchs from time 
to time, as its Keepers were eſteemed more or lefs worthy to be entruſted. 
And to argue it was the few Biſhops Soil (two or three at the moſt,) or 
the Soil of the many Earls, becauſe our Monarchs made them Governours 
during Pleaſure; is asifa man ſhould argue,that-the City of Oxford (when 
it was is Garriſon'd) was not the Kings, but Colonel Leg's, Sir Arthur 
Aſton's, Sir Thomas Glenham's, &c. becauſe they were the Governours,, 
unto whoſe Cuſtody 'twas committed. Or that the Caſtle of Windſor is the 
Earl of Arrundel's, excluſively of the King, becauſe the King gave him 
lately the Honour of it. 

Now having proved that the Caſt/e of Old Sarum was the Kings; and 
that the King's Servants * were in it, for more than 130 years; and that the 
Cathedral Church of Sarum was + within the Kings Callle; (which yet 
was confidently deny'd to the Lords Commuſitoners;) and that our Xngs 
from the Beginning have Acted in as Abſolute and as Deſpotical a man- 
ner ## and over the Church of Sarum, as in any of their own Manſion 
Houſes within theſe Realms ; Common Senſe will infer, and inform the 
moſt indocil, That where the King (William the Firſt) had a Caſtle and 
Family in it, he had a Chappel for God's Service, and his Chappel was 
Free. How ſtrange a thing therefore is it, for men to /eſſer that Monarch 
in his Prerogative, who did not only make them, but does ſtill Keep them 
Great. How often had the Hierarchy been trodden urterly under foot, if 
the Xing fingly had not Suſtained them? How 'many Parliaments may 
be convened, who will Vote down All Biſhops, and Deans, and Chap- 
ters, (ab Actu ad potentiam optime valet Argumentum,) if the King will 
prompt them to it, or but Conſent when it is done? They who look down- 
wards upon themſelves, but neither backwards, nor forwards, on the 
years that are paſſed, and the yeares to come, do not conſider what 
Protections they have received from the King (at the King's great colt,) 
or what Protections for the future they may have a ſad Occatton to with 
and pray for. 

And here I ſhould have ended this 2d. Chapter, but for a Paſſage out 
of the Annals of Burton Abby, Ms. 1245. Which ſhews that even-then, 
in the Time of 7. 3. (long enough after Oſmund, and W. 1.) the King of 
England had Many Free Chappels, and was reſolved to keep them Free. 
Indeed ſo many, that diverſe Pariſh Churches which did but Neighbour 
on the King's Caſtles, were apt to pretend to that Priviledge. Yea the 
Chappels in the King's Caſtles were Confirmed in their /mmunities, 
Exemptions, and Liberties, by Popes themſelves: As appears by that 
King's Proclamarion Dated, at Weſtminſter March the 3d. in the 30. Tear 
of His Reign. Wherein he ſtrictly Commanded, thar the ſaid Freedom 
of his Chappels ſhould be * Perpetual. Et ne Aliquis contra predittum Pri- 
vilegium aliquid audeat attemptare. Nor hath any of our Moxarchs taken 
away or fſurrender'd that glorious Branch of their ' Prerogative ; what- 
ever Subjeds have attempted by joining with Boniface the 9th. 
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Hereas 'twas affirmed by the Bifhop of Sarzm to the Lords; 
That there never was a Time when ether the Dean and Canons 
were exempt from all TuriſdiFfion of the Biſhop of Sarum. 'The con- 
trary tO it 15 confeſſed and ſirongly proved by his Lordſhip himſelf in the 
very next Words tollowing, wherein his Lordſhip cites The Compoſition 
that was made between Biſhop Waltham, Dean Momtacate, and the 
| Then Chapter of the ſaid Church, which was no longer fince than in 
| the Year 1391. whereas the Abſolute Exempiion of the Dean and All 
the Canons trom the Biſhops Juriſdiction, was in the Year 1095. Between 
which two Dates, there was an Interval of almoſt zoo Years. 
Which Compoſition, ſo called, was indeed a Confer acy of the ſaid Bz- 
ſhop, Dean and Chapter with Pope Boniface the Ninth, by whom it was 
confirmed,and for which by the Laws of England(even * Then in force) * .; x. , 
they did incur a Pramwunire : Which All the Biſhops ever þ ſince are <2.

who ſhould dare to pervert the ſaid Fundamental Conſtitutions in any 
kind, 5. Againſt its own Bezng, by reaſon of its ſeveral Incon/iſtences 
with it ſelf, and of the ſeveral Nullities contained in it. Laſtly, Againſt 
the Well-being , if not againſt the very Bezng of the whole College 
within the Cathedral Church of Sarum, by reaſon of its moſt ſfcanda- 
lous and moſt miſchievous Effeas, But of each in its Order. 


6.1. Firſt, It was a Conſpiracy againſt the King of England and his 
Prerogative, who is in Law declared to be the Foxnder as well as Patron 
of all the Archbiſhopricks and Biſhopricks in England, but took care in 
his Original Charter granted to his Favourite Oſmund, (ſealed firſt with 
the Seal of W.I. and ther with the Seal of W.1I. )to exempt his Dzan and 
All his Prebendaries or Canons from the Biſhops Juriſdiction in as full 
and as plain a manner, as Latin words could expreſs an Exemption by. 
In words fo carefully contrived againſt all poſſible Aﬀe&ation of Juriſ- 
diction over the College of Dean and Chapter, in any ſucceeding Biſhop 
of Sarum, that what the preſent Lord Biſhop of Sarum would make an 
/ Argument for himſelf and his Aﬀected Juriſdition, makes quite againſt 
: him. For the Voice and the Place which the Biſhop has in Chapter 

4 (common to him with all the 52 Canons) he has as Prebendary of Pot- 
tern, not as Biſhop of Sarum ; nor has he ſo much as a Second Voice as 
he is Prebendary of Blewbery, becauſe he was never admitted to it by 
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Inſtallation, nor lawfully could be; For when H. 2. had given two Pre- 
bends to One man in one Church, Pope Alexander the Third complained 
of it in his Letter, as Unlawful, and Uncanonical, (Not denying the 
King's Right of conferring Prebends, but the Ew/ uſe of it.) So that 
the Biſhop in Capitulo has but one ſingle Vore,and the liberty to propoſe 
what he thinks may tend tothe good of the Church, or to complain of 
what he takes tobe amiſs, (as every other Prebendary has as free liber- 
ty todo,) and to be puniſhed or amended by the Authority of Dean and 
Chapter, Nor is it ſaid to be the Duty, but the * Dignity of the Dean 
and of al] the Canons, wt Epiſcopo in nullo reſpondeant, niſt in Capitulo, 
To which 'tis added in the next words,(what his Lordſhip does not men- 
tion) &s judicio Tamtim Capriiuli pareant ; where the word Tantim ex- 
cludes the Biſhops Judgment or definitive Sentence of any matter, & 
limits it wholly to the Body of the Great Chapter (conſiſting of All the 
Canons Non-Reſident and Reſident ) whereot the Dean is the Head, 
and the Prebendary of Pottern, a worthy Member ; but the Biſhop as 
Biſhop is neither of them. Nor was this Signal Exemption only in 
the Foundatien of the Cathedral, made at once by the Supreme and the 
Subordinate Founder ; but it was Repeated and Confirmed by H. III 
and Biſhop Poor, in the Removal of the ſame from O/d to New Sarum, 
in the years 1220, Andthe ſame O ths for the due obſervance of it, 
have been ever ſince Sworn by all the Biſhops Deans and Chapters 
without Exception. All which was alleged wth effef in the Chapter's 
Accuſation of Biſhop Erghum to Archbiſhop Sudbury ( 1375, ) whom 
they charged before his Grace at once with Perjury and Tſurpation , 
for affeting a Juriſdiction over the Canons when the Dean was Dead, 
and the Deanry Vacant, at a Time wherein the Biſhop had a /:ttle 
colour for it,which might exeuſe his Sin 4 Tanto. Much more might they 
have done whilſt the Dean was yet Living, if ſuch an Incroachment 
had been attempted. Beſides it was againſt the Imperial Crown of this 
Realm, by being againſt the Decanal Juriſdition, which is + for ever 
and inſepar ably thereto annexed, and granted unto the Dean under the 
Great Seal of England. 


$. 2. Next it was againſt the Common and Statute Law of the Land. 
Againſt the firſt, becauie the King's Prerogative & Law, and the Prin- 
cipal part of the Common Law , as that from which our Statute Laws 
are derived; and*tis a Principle with my Lord Coke, © The || Common 
« Law diſahows Aits done te the prejudice of any Subjett of thu 
* Realm (much more of the Sovereign ) by any Forein Power ont of the 
« Realm, as things not Authentic, Such was the Power of Boniface 
the Ninth meerly Forein, and Prohibited as ſuch by ſeveral Statutes 
then in force, and ever ſince, Againſt the ſecond, becauſe there were 
ab Antiquo (before the Petition made to the Pope by the then Biſhop, 
Dean and Chapter for the Papal Confirmation of the Conſpiracy afore- 
ſaid,) Ads of Parliament in force, againſt Appealing to, or Petitioning 
the Biſhop of Rome, or any other forezn Power, cither for Grants or 
Confirmations of any Ads, or Combinations,or Aſſociations whatſoever, 
within theſc Realms; and therefore one Abbot Morw in the 46 of Ed,3. 
incurr'd the Pain of Premunire, for ſending to Rome to * be confirmed 
by the Pope in his EleQion to his Abby, which the Pope (forſooth) gave 
him of h# Spiritual Grace, and at the Requeſt of the King of England, 
as 
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as he fiitiouſly pretended, The Bull was confider'd of in Council, be- 

fore all the Judges of England, and by them All it was reſolved , that 

this Bull of the Pope was againſt the Laws of England; and that the 

Abbor, for obtaining it, was faln into the King's Mercy ; whereupon 

All his 'Poſſeſſions were ſetZ'd into the King's Hands, The ſame Penalty 

was deſerved by them who made the (Compoſition we are upon, and pe- 

titioned the Pope for his Confirmation. And though 'tis pretended to 

have been done at Rich. 2, his Interceſſion ; yet it 1s but pretended, ac- 

cording to the T/ſual Trick, the Practiſe and Policy of the Popes, to 

feign Requeſts from the Kings of England, who ſcorn'd to make them ; 

as they did often pretend to Gzve, what they could not deny, or durſt 

not offer to withhold, and knew they had not either a Right to confer, 

or a Power to hinder, Choice Examples of which are given by the 

Learned and Reverend Archdeacon Fullwood, in his Subverſion of the 
Romaniſts Pleas for the Popes Supremacy in England ; and though 

Rich.2, was ſo itncomparably careleſs of his every thing that was his, 

even to his Kingdom, Crown and Dignity, which brought upon him his 
Depofition, as Hiſtorians are wont to call it. And although ſuch an At 

of Interceſſion to the Pope, as is pretended , had had an abſolute 

Nullity in it ſelf, had it been True ; yet hardly any man can be- 

lieve it, who ſhall conſider the Statute made in the f ſame Kings + 16R.2.c.s. 
Time, againſt all P:pal Uſurpations, which to ows, and to #ſe as things 

of Right, is to incur a Premunire, Beſides that Rich, 2. had acted 

againſt other Parliaments alſo, as well as againſt his own, and againſt his 
Declaration, in caſe he had done, as is pretended. But that the Trick I 

now mention'd was often uſed by the Popes, we cannot prove by a bet- 

ter Teſtimony than that of the moſt Learned and moſt fincere Padre 

Paul, who ſpeaking of the Times of Paul the Fourth, in giving that 

to Queen Mary which was her own long before, and inherited from her 

Father, King 1. 8. concludes with this ſignal Obſervation : Coſe ſpeſſs 7 Hitt. Concit.

tion made to the Pope at that Time againſt the Laws of this Realm, 

was a ſtrong proof of its Corruption. For 'twas the Obſervation of the 

moſt wiſe Padre Þ Paolo, that None went to Rome out of Devotion, +rra.paolo Sar- 
but only out of ſome Deſign againſt the Canons and Cuſtoms of the piN.74-p.22. 
Church, which being unable to get approved in their own Country, 

they fled to Rome, where Diſpenſations were vendible for everything, 

and the Avarice or Ambition cover'd over with an Apoſtolical Diſpen-

6.3, Thirdly, The foreſaid Compoſition was even 4nowrngly and 
profeſſedly againſt The great Fundamental Statute (commonly called in 
our books Magna Charta Oſmundi, ) of the Subordinate Founder 
Oſmund, and by a Conſequence unavoidable againſt the Sovereign 
Founder alſo , whoſe Royal Seal alone was affixed to it, That 
'twas 4againi? the ſaid Charter and Fundamental Statute, and agarnſt 
the Exemption of Dean and Canons, and all Inferior Members alſo 
belonging to the Kings Free Chappel , ( which any man may deny 
whoſe Tongue is his own, but no man living can 4zſprove, ) hath already 
been evinced, and ſhall be further, as occaſion ſhall be offer*'d. But that 
'twas #nowtingly and profeſſedly againſt the ſame, is moreover to be pro- 
ved from the Concluſion of the Conſpiracy. For as there is a Contr ad: 
tion to the Fundamental Statute and Charter both Regal and Epiſco- 
pal, f0/.76.4. ſo in the next page of that Leaf there are theſe bold and 
unexcuſable Words Non obſtante Statuto & Charta predifta. 
The King himſelf in Parliament could not have ſpoken in a more Impe- 
rial ſtrain. Archbiſhop Boniface on the contrary, A,D.,1262, had moſt 

Lib. Starur, tenderly provided for the Liberties of all in the Church of Sarum, 
according to the Tenor of Oſmund's Statute ; though he was in all his 
time the moſt aſſuming Archbiſhop of Canterbury, even from that to 
this day. Whereas in the Cooſpiracy of the aforeſaid Pope Boneface 
with the then Biſhop, Dean and Chapters, there 1s this aggravation of 
the aſtoniſhing deſign againſt the King ; that it hath a ſpeczal Salvo for 
the Popes and his Cardinals, and the Dean of Sarum's Rights ; but 
none at all for the Kings : Yea, as if that were not enough to affront the 
King by, it takes upon it to decree the whole Revenue of the Deanry, 
Decanatu vacante, to the Chapter ; whieh, (as wel! as the Revenues of 
all the void Biſhopricks in Fng/and,) belong by Law to The King alone, 
Laſtly, The Goods of the Church (as the Chapter words it) which O/- 
mund gave to the Dean and Canons, he gave themeven ſo, as he had 
received them of the King, with a Lz6ere oo Ipſe obtinueram ; 
(meaning his Maſter W. I.) and adds alittle after, in his repeated Ex- 
emption of all the Prebendaries or Canons from all Intermedlings of 
any Biſhop who ſhould jucceed him, Habeant etiam Curiam ſuam in om- 
nibus Prebendis ſuis, & Dignitatem Archidiaconalem, ita ut nulla 
omnino Exigentic; vel in Dono, vel in Aſſiſa, aut aliqua alia Conſue- 
tudine ab Epiſcopo vel aliquo alio fiat, Sc.

fiaſtical cognizance within the Cloſe, yea, within the Biſhops own Pa- 
lace, are to be Tried and adjudged in the Deans Court alone, not at all 
in the Biſhops; Then I trow 'twill be granted to be a mon#?rovs Abſur- 
dity and Inconſiſtence, for One Ordinary to be the Viſitor of Another, 
who hath a Co-ordinate Juriſdiftion with himſelf in many other places

N.1. Firſt, There never was a Time fince the Foundation of the 
Cathedral within the Kings Caſtle of Old Sarum, or fince its Removal 
to the Cloſe of New Surum, (which Cloſe mult be diſtinguiſhed in all 
our Diſcourſes from the City, which no body denies to be in the Bz- 
ſhops Juriſdition, and in the Sub-Deans two years in three,) wherein 
the Biſhop was, or wherein the Dean of Jurum was not, Immediatus 
Loci Ordinarius. Let them name it, and prove it, who are bold enough 
to ſay there was ſuch a Time : As the Dean has named plainly, and alto 

roved the ſpace of Time of almoſt zoo years, between the Kings 
and Oſmund's Charter on one fide, and the Infamous Compoſition on 
the other ſide, by which the Biſhop hath pretended ſome Juriſdiction 
over the Cloſe, five days in ſeven years, though none at all before or 
after ſo great a ſpace as ſeven years : Which (by the way) is another 
Abſurdity and Inconſiſtence. No Inſtance can be given of any Will 
proved within the Cloſe by any Biſhop, or any Letters of Adminiſtra- 
tion granted, or any matter of Inſtance tryed, or any Fornication pu- 
niſhed by any Biſhop ſince the Foundation ; but only by the Dean of 
Sarum, who is confeſſedly .in the Statute of Biſhop Roger himſelf 
(though an bigh-flying Biſhop) Locz Ordinarius Immediatus, See the 
Statute De Teſtamentis Decano inſinuandis, Now that is clearly ax 
Immemorial Prattice and Peſſeſſion of the Dean , which has been 
4 Tempore, © per Tempus, cujus contrarii memoria hominum non exiſlit, 
Which Allegation to the Archbiſhop, for the Chapters Exemption from 
the Biſbops Juriſdition , Biſhop Ralph Erghum could not deny, and 
there- 
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rhereupon was decreed againlt. 2, Next, the Dec:/tons of Authority 
have been for the Dean, and agazn#? the Biſhop, as olten as Authority

1. In the Year 1301, when the then Biſhop S;/m79# de Gaunt endea- 
voured to invade the Decanal Juriſdiction, over the Canons and other 
Members of the Cathedral Church of Sarum, Perrus de Subaudia, 
then Dean of Sarum, did by his Inſtrument in Writing, on the Third 
of Oftober, Prohibit the Prebendaries or Canons, and all other Mem- 
bers of the ſaid Church, and diſcharge them from ſubmitting to the ſaid 
Biſhops Viiitation. 

N. 2. Nolonger fince than in the Year 1665, John Elliot, LL, Do- 
cor, Chancellor then to'Dr. Alexander Hyde Lord Biſhop of Surum, 
cited one Fohn Wickham, Servant to Mr.Chafin, living then in the Cloſe 
of Sarum, unto the Biſhops Conſiſtory tor Incontinency, &c, Wickham 
not obeying the Summons, was by the ſaid Chancellor 4e fatFo Excom- 
municated. Whereupon Mr. Richard Kent, then Prebendary of Sa» 
rum and Surrogate to the Reverend Dr. Richard Baily, Dean of Su- 
rum, perceiving the Invaſion committed upon the Dean's peculiar Ju- 
riſdiion,by Dr. Elliot the Biſhops Chancellor, in citing Wickham with- 
1n the Cloſe, Abſolves the ſaid Wickham. Whereupon the Biſhop makes 
his complaint to the Archbiſhop G:/bert. The buſineſs came to an 
Hearing in St, John's College Gallery before the ſard Archbiſhop , and 
Edward Earl of Clarendon, Lord Chancelour of England; (the King 
then reſiding in Oxford.) And the Iſſue was this ; That the Biſhop 
ſhould not intermeddle with any Eccleſiaſtical cenſures, things, or Per- 
ſons, out of his own Palace and Family ; but that the whole deciſion of 
Eccleſiaſtical Matters within the ſaid Cloſe, did, and do purely, wholly 
and ſolely belong unto the Dean. 

This w a True Copy of the whole Relation of the Matter from the 
Reverend Dr, Rich. Baily, recezved by me the Surrogate to the 
[ard Dr.Rich, Bailvy, Dean of Sarum. Tateſtor Rich. Kent, pre- 
mo Jun. A,D.,1678. Subdec, Sarum. 

N,. 3, Yea, ſince the preſent Lord Biſhops, and the preſent Dean's 
Time, there was a Crime committed within his Lordfhips own Pallace, 
and by his Lordſhips chief Domeſtick ; which being a Crime of Eccle- 
ſiaſtical cognizance , was by conſequence to be puniſhed by the Kings 
Eccleſiaſtical Laws, The Biſhop applied himſelf frſt by Letters to the 
Dean and Chapter conjunt7im , tor the Punithing of the chief Party 
in that Comiſſion ; propoſing the Compoſition to them , whereby his 
Lordſhip was in hope a Correction de bene efſe _— be favourably 
inflited. The Dean and Chapter met on purpoſe in Dr./Drate's Houſe, 
to Read and to conſider of the ſaid Compoſition. Which having done, 
They unanimouſly agreed in this Judgment, (of which they bo his 
Lordſhip word,) That the whole Compoſition (ſuppoſing it to be valid,) 
was wholly impertinent to the Matter in hand : And that none but the 
Dean alone, as the Sole Ordinary of the Cloſe. could Summon both Par- 
ties into his Conſiſtory Court, and put the Law in Execution. The 
Dean however made a delay, becauſe the Pr.ucipal Offender had com- 
mitted the Fa in the B:ſbop's Palace , which he was willing to eſteem 
a place Exempted from the Decanal Juriſdiction. And this he pleaded 
to the Lord Biſhop, whom he deſired to corre his own Domeſtic in 
his own Family, or in his own Court, which the Dean ſaid, he would

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warrant his Lordſh p the doing of by Letters Dimiſſory, or Liceoſe un- 
der the Seal of his Decanal Office, Bur |.s Lordſhip urged with great 
ſtrength of Reaſon, as well as Earneſtneſs ; (1) Thar ſuch a Liberty in 
the Cloſe, was more than either rhe Dean could giveaway lawtully, or 
the Biſhop receive. (2) Thar the Party cited into his Court might 
appeal to the Arches trom the Biſhop tanguam 4 non Judice , and make 
the very Judge of that Court a Crrmmnal, (3) That the Dean might 
Summon a Prebendary to appear in his Court by a certain day from any 
part of the Kingdom ; bur (4) That the Biſhop could not cite bim into 
His, however nearly an Inhabitant. Whereupon the Dean of Sarum, 
acknowledging the Biſhop too hard for him in the Conteſt, was forced 
to own his Unavoidable Authority in the Cloſe, as inſeparably awnexed

N.4, Since which time alfo, nolonger ſince than on the 1 5h of Sep» 
ſember 1681. the preſent Dean was deſired by Mr. Archdeacon Wood. 
ard, then the Biſhop of Sarums Surrogate, Now the Chancellor of this 
whole Dioceſs,to permit and allow the People of Broad-Chalk in Wilts, 
to ask the voluntary Benevolence of Perſons living within the Cloſe of 
Sarum, To whom the Dean gave his leave, or permiſſion rather, in 
theſe words following : As far as the Laws of this Realm permit, and 
being earneſily requeited, as well as moved with the Reſentment of {0 
many mens Loſſes within the Pariſh of Broad-Chalk, I do allow the 
ſaid Sufferers to try the Charity of the Inhabitants within my Petu- 
liar of the Cloſe of New Sarum, though not in any other Place under 
the Decanal Furiſaittion of

Now it is to be nected, that the Pariſh of Bryoad-Chalk is under the Bi- 
ſhops Juriſdiction; and that the Lord Biſhop was then at home,in his Pa- 
lace within the Cloſe; and that his Leave had been ſufficient withour the 
Deans, had he had any Juriſdiction within the Cloſe ; much more had his 
Juriſdiction been Archiepiſcopal,or Regal,and ſo Superior to the Deans, 
Laſtly, That the Biſhops Surrogate, knowing well that his Lordſhip 
had none at all within the Cloſe, (though his Lordſhip and the Sub- 
Dean have all between them in the City,) did therefore make his Ap- 
plication to the Dean, and the Dean only.

Church, For Dr, John Pierce, whilſt Dean of Sram, did in conjun- 
Qion with his Chapter, and by Command of Queen El;zabeth, (to 
whom he was Almoner many years, ) upon the 17:4 of Oftober 1573.* 
begin the good work of aboliſhing Superllitious and Popiſh Statutes, 
without the conſent or the aſſiſtance of the then Biſhop Edmund Gheaſt.

. Law allowed, bur prohibited by them,) and all Three uuder the pain 
of Excommunication ; which. yet ('cis well known) cannot Ws 
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be inflicted for any matter or crime which is not made to be ſo puniſhable 
by ſome Statute of the Land : Nor can any thing leſs than the King or 
Parliament de novo create, or make a thing criminal. And though the 
breach ot ſuch Conditions in the letting or a Leaſe (which Conditions 
are wholſom) be ſuppoſed to be a Crime; in ſuch as have conſented to 
them, yet the Matter being Temporal, it is not puniſhable in Law by 
an Excommunication. Yet this is another of the fore Miſchief , 
whereof the aforeſaid Compoſition hath been the Occaſion of the Cauſe. 


N.$. But there are other effects cf it, whereby S;mony ſeems plainly 
not only to be allowed, but even eſfublifped by a Law,(ſuch as a Biſhop 
and the Chapter can make ge fatto by the aforeſaid Compe/ition , whici 
ows its chief force to Pope Boniface the Ninth;) whillt men arc made 
to pay dearly for their Places of preferment, which by the K og are 
freely granted, For no ſooner have the Reſidents in the Church of 
Sarum taken their Oaths, Thar they neither have given, nor will give 
any Sum or Sums for thoſe Places unto wich they are admitted ; but 
preſently, by the * Statute of Pope Engenius the Fourth, even aſter 

* He ful, he was depoſed by tlie Council ef Baſel (when for Money he would do 
Canonicorem any thing,) there is {beſides all other payments by way of cuſtomary 
ales avon. Fees) a great Fine tor Emrance, Finis pro Introiiy, to be paid in ready 
Se.£38,59, Money, or well ſecured by Obligation. And though at firſt no more 
was paid than Forty ſhil{ings to the Fabric, (A'D.1319.) yet by the 
Statute of Dean Sydenham, and his then Chapter, (1428.) Authorized 
at Florence by the ſaid Titular Pope, (1442.) each Reſident with Dig- 
nity is to pay for his Entrance 1og /. and each without Dignity is to 
pay for the ſame 71 /. 13s. 44. (befides a greater Sum required by a 
much younger Statute, of which hereafter.)

For Tyrant Cuſtom which keeps up that Statute , does beat it down ar 
the ſame time in five remarkable degrees, for which no Creature was 
ever yet able to give a Reaſon. Yet theſe are Cuſtoms and Statutes, 
which they who take to be Obliging do Swear to keep, But as if this 
were not enough, for a Learned poor man to be beggar'd by in his Ad- 
vancement, (as how many the moſt deſerving have the leaſt Portion of 
Mony, and none to ſpare, and often dye without Imburſement?) there 
was another Statute made by a Biſhop, Dean and Chapter, as well 
without the Kings as the Popes concurrence, and without the concur- 
rence of Common Senſe: For by force of that Statute (another effe& 
of the Compoſition) every Reſident who is living, muſt taſt a Year from 
all Commons ; and every Reſident when he is dead, muſt eat a Years

ments to the now Dean of Sarum, with a great deal of holy Indigna-» 
tion; and heartily wiſhed for a Remedy ot this and other Impoſitions. 

N. 9. But hardly can a Remedy be brought about , bur by the long 

and migity Arm of Sacred M-jz{ty, which in a Royal Viſitation can 
2boliſh Old Statutes, and make us New Ones. Statutes ſuitable ro 
our Rel:zgion, by Law cftabliſhed. Statutes not repugnant to the 
King's Honour and Prerogative, Statutes agreeable with them- 
ſelves, and to be ſwora to the ſafety of all mens Conſctences and 
Souls, Laſtly, Statutes not expiring with the Breath of them that 
make them, like thoſe Royal Statutes which were made heretofore for 
the Church cf Sarum : For thoſe of £4.6. and Q, Eliz, were never yet 
ſo much as entyed into the Statute Book ; infomuch that the former 
and preſent Dean could never get a (ightof them. And thoſe of King 
H, 8. by on= of his Maſters of Requeſts, Sir John Tregonwell, (Com- 
m:ſſion'd under ti1e Great Seal of E»g/and,) were only enter'd l;ke an 
Old Almanac, and ſtand as a Monument of Contempt, which for many 
years palt have b-en put upon them ; no more regzrded than the Great 
Charter both of the Sovereign and Subordinate Founders, Notwith- 
ſtanding our Monerchs are declared by Acts of Parliament to have all 
ſuch Juriſd:Fions, Privileges, Supertorities, and Preeminences Th; i; a ſours 
Spiritual and Eccleſeaſtical, as by any Spiritual or Ficleſtaſtical account of the 
Power or Aut hority hath heretofore been,&$c. And have full Power by $1194 tage 
Law to Commiſſion whom they pleiſe, and for ſo long trme as they $155 18. 
pleaſe, toViſii, Reform, Redrejs, Order, Corres, and Amend what- compared with 
ſoever is amiſs in any Eccleſiaſtical ſtate or Perſons, and over All to ys, boy ren 
exerciſe all manner of Juriſarftions, Privileges, and Preeminences, Te 
which by any manner of Spiritual or Eccleſiaſtical Power, Authority, 
or Turiſdi ion, can or may lawfully be Reformed, Redreſſed, Correfed, 
Reftir ained, or Amended, Which Right and Power 'being united and 
annexed tothe Imperial Crown of this Realm, and that for ever, may 
be extended unto the Viſiting even the Viſitors themſelves, (and that 
with an endleſs; V:/atation, and by any mean Subjett commillion'd under 
the Great Scal of Eng/and,) eſpecially ſuch as take upon them to Viſit 
the Ordinarzes theraſelves, and that within the Juriſdifons which 
are exempt and peculiar to them , which none can Viſit by Law in a 
Proteſtant Kingdom, who is not a King, or a Metropolitan, 

IN. xo. Now becauſe the Dean of Suzrams Eccleſiaſtical Court and 
Juriſdiction, over the Cloſe of New Sarum and the Liberties thereof,

Beſides that ſuch as they , they are Tumultuary, and Immetizodical, 
according to the different Times wherein, the different Occaiiens 
whereupon, and the different Anthoritics whereby they were made, 
* Some are antiquated and grown out of uſe, by the Deans and Chapters 
ceaſing to live together, as in a College, toeat and drink together 
upon the Common Revenue, in ene common RefeRory, or H21l, Cas in 
Oxford and Cambridge thole of Colleges do itill,) and by converting 
Meat and Drink into Mony, whereot all have r:;cir Pr-portions, and 
wherewith they k«cep their Families apart, The like Change 1+ made 
in the Corporations of Vicars Choral, All occaſioned (as I ſuppoſe) 
by Marriage permitted to the Clergy.

There are not any either of his or of the Dean of Sarum's Enemies, 
who can prove ſo convincirgly that they had not any hand in, or Aſſent 
to, cr Connivance at, or Knowl«dge of, the moſt execrable Murder of 
Sir Edmunbury Godfry, ( until they had it by report, ) as the ſaid Dean 
hath provcd, and can prove, that he had no hand :n, or Aſſent to, or 
Connivence at, or Knowledge of, Mr. Teats his Proj: of the Four Ar- 
ticles, until he was iniormed of it by the Lord Biſhop of Sarum, and by 
the Chapter of the ſame, in a L:tter from Mr. F-ome.

$ 4. In compliance with the ſaid Order and peremptory Command of 
the Lords Commillioners, (ro which no Churchman could refuſe to pay 
Obedience,) the Dean of Sarum drew up a Narrative of Matters of 
Fa&, which he had found in Old Regiſters; wherein he took occaſion 
to confute Mr,Teats.$.9, and to aflert the Lord Biſhop of Sarums Right 
to diſpoſe of Dignities, Subdignities and Prebends at large,$,10, as well 
as the R:ghts of the Dean ſingly, together with the Rights of Dean 
and Chapter in conjunction, And all upon the ſame principle or ground, 
on which he humbly did conceive the leveral Rights were all hc1d : He 
did conceive, that all Rights are either Subordinate or Supream ; He 
thought ir dangerous to ailert the Subjets Rights to be Supream, and 
therefore called them Subordinate: And laſtly, He thought their Rights 
the Firmer, for being derived from, and depending on, and ſtanding 
upon ſo ſure .2 Bottom as the Supream, He ſhew'd what our Monarchs 
had done de fa#o in and over the Church of Sarum, which was not to 
reveal a S:cret ; for ſome of the ſeveral Alienations of ſeveral Prebends, 
and one Archdeaconry.from that Church.ar publickly written in Letters 
of Gold on the ſeveral Stalls, and expoſed to the Reading of all Man- 
kind, Burt whether ſuch Alienations were, or could be de zure, the ſaid 
Dean left humbly to the Conſideration of his Superiors. — 

What more or lefs could have been ſaid to the purpoſe, by any of the 
Chapter, or by them All, or by my Lord Biſhop himſelf, if either of 
them had been ſo commanded to [pcak his Knowledge, or his Senſe, as 
the Dean of Sarum was, they themſelves can beſt tell ; but the Dean 
of Sarum is yet to learn. 


6.5.One thing is fit to be conſider'd, by thoſe Pretenders to a ſuſpicion 
of Perſons more credible than themſelves ; which ſuſpicion *tis thought 
they have not, and cannot have in good earneſt, againſt the Evidence 
and Conviction they have ſeveral times met with; if atleaſt they have

Fame of Perjury, ſuperadded to the ſuſpicions both of Simony, and In- 
celt ? Will they not expoſtulate, / accuſaſſe ſuffecerit, Qus erit Inno 
cens ? Will they not probably break out into the Learned Diatribiſt's 
Exclamation , Ze lamp as Kabagay may &7mAoTe wG ! They cannot 
hope to be believ'd upon their own ſingle Oaths, who dare pretend not 
to believe honeſter men upon their double ones. Beſides that Simony 
and Taceſt will be accounted more ſcandalous , even by the Whigs in 
theſe worlt of Times,than to be zealous for the King's Rights or to obey 
the Lords Cominitiſioncrs. And theretore, it the Inventors of filly Jea- 
louſies and Lyes, ſhall at any time chance to ſuffer the heinous things 
which they have done, they will learn tor the future to deal with their

The Biſhops ofS.zrum gave None, but when 
our Monarchs and the Pepes pleas'd to Permit or Suffer them, which 
H.s. ſeldom did, if ever once in all his Reign, And how ſtifly our 
Engliſh Monarchs , not only fiace, but before the Conqueſt, thought 
fit to vindicate their Rights from the Aſſuming Biſhops of Rome, (much 
more from their Subjes, the leſs pretending Biſhops of Sarum, ) Mr. 
Selden has made apparent in his Notes upon Eadmer, p. 142, and 
from p. 163, top. 166, And Willi:am of Malmisbury de Geſtis Regum, 
l. 2, c. 8, and even Cardinal Baronius ad A. C. 1076, and Matthew 
Parts touching King Rufus, (p. 25, A. C, 1094.) who would not al- 
low any one Biſhop within his Kingdom to be inJubjettion to the Pope 
or the Court of Rome, Afirming, He had All the ſame Liberties in 
his Kingdom, which the Emperor had in his Empire. He meant the 
ſame Emperor Hezry, who having made a Pope of Wabert Archbiſhop 
of Ravenna, maintained it as his Right, and his Duty alſo, to 
create or chooſe a Pope at his Will and Pleaſure. Sol tranſlate Mas- 
thew Paris, of the London Edition, 1571. 


Nor is it leſs ſtrange, in my Opinion, that his Lordſhip ſhould 
cite the Statute in the Firſt of King James, which makes it unlaw- 
fal for any Archbiſhop or Biſhop to Alievate any of thoſe Poſleſſions 
which are belonging unto his Biſhoprick ; 708 unlawful for the King to 
diſpoſe of Thoſe Prebends which were ever inthe Crown, to _ ” 

— 
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Holy Orders, and for Term of Life only. For That is no Alienation 
within the ſenſe of the ſaid Statute: If it were, every Biſhop would 
AQ againſt the ſame Statute, as often as he conters a Prebend, by his 
Subordinate Authority derived to him from the King ; beſides that 
thoſe Lands which are the Corpſes of ali the Prebends are the Poſſeſſi- 
ons of the Prebendaries, who accordingly can demiſe them for three 
Lives Abſolute, or for one and twenty years. Not at all of the Bi- 
ſbop, who cannot at all demiſe them for any the ſhorteſt Term imagin- 
able ; no, not then when they are vacant, much leſs when filfd with 
their Incumbents. So that the _ the ſaid Statute, which ſaith 
that all the Archbiſhopricks and B:ſbopricks in England were founded 
by his Mazefties moſt Noble Progenitors, Kings of England, is not 
only beſide the Purpoſe for which it is pretended to have been broughr, 
but makes expreſly for the King, and againſt his Lordſhip, King 
Fames his Alienation of the Good Prebend of Shipton to a Secular 
Ute for ever, was not a Breach of his own Statute which he made 
fourteen years Before ; becauſe it was only againſt a Biſhops Aliena- 
tlon of Lands or Tenements, appertaining to the ſaid Biſhop and to 
bis Succeſſors for ever, whom for very great Reaſon he is Diſabled to 
Defraud. And I have heard good Lawyers fay, That according to 
the Equity and Intention of the Statute of Q. E/;z. Biſhops ought to 
be debarred (as well as all other Spiritual Partics) from making any 
Concurrent Leaſes.

$, 12. In the Statute of 16 Rzch, 2. Cap. 5. The Pope's Aſſumings 
*then in England are ſaid to have a Tendency to the open Disheriſon 
of the C1own, and Deſtruction of our Lozd the King, his Law, and 
all his Realm, if Remedy be not p2ovided. (For want of which Re- 
medy th:n made, *tis there added, that) the Laws and Statutes of 
the Realm would be avoived at the Pope's TUill, in perpetual De- 
ſtruction of the Soveraignty of the King our Lozd, his Crown, his 
Regality, and of All his Realm, which God defend. This repeated 
Aſſertion of the Then Houſe of Commons ($. 1.) was aflentcd to, 
and repeated twice by the Then Houſe of Lords ($. 2.) and All in 
Reference to Pope Boniface the 9th, who then preſumed to inter- 
meddle in the Cathedral Church of Sarum, and took upon him to 
Authorize the Compoſition there made, even the very ſame year 
wherein the ſaid Statute was made againſt him, Unto which Papal 
Authorization King R. 2 did either conſent, or he did not, If he did 
not, the Pope bely'd him : If he did, he therein ated to the oper 
D1:ſberiſon of his Crown, and contributed too much to his Depoſi/ton. 
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
